Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1, 4-7, 9-1 1, 14 and 15 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

As to claims 1,4, 14 and 15, the prior art of record fails to teach or reasonably suggest an 
organic electroluminescent device including all the limitations of claim 1,4, 14 or 15, 
specifically wherein the organic electroluminescent device includes a microcavity structure, a 
light-gathering structure overlaying the organic electroluminescent device including a lens, a 
light-shielding structure having an opening, wherein the lens and the light-shielding layer having 
the opening cooperate to converge resonating light emitted from the microcavity structure at the 
opening of the light-shielding layer. 

Claims 5-7 and 9-11 are allowed for the reasons given for claim 1, and for depending 
from claim 4.
